' It ii full time that the serions danger 
of indulgiug in chloral, morphia, and 
other such drugs should be understood. 
To a woman of rofincmont these methods 
of obtaiiiiug the do&ired iiumuuiiy irum 

self are repalsiTe. Bhe reeoitB to them 

reluctantly and by slow degrees. There 
was till reeentlv, no otiierwav, but now 
tho downward })ath U made very easy. 
First tho inventor of chloral smoothed 
the way, nnconicionflly bnt turely. A 
woman who would have shuddered with 
genuine horror at tlie idea of drinking 
too much ^ine, thinks little of taking 
repeated dost s of chloral. Women 
think BO much of the look of a thing. 
A brandy bottle on their dressing table 
wouKl be too liorril le. But tho small, 
innocent-looking littlephial so constantly 
in demand ? — that is thought nothing oL 
And yet the brandy bottle may be the 
safer of the two. For the very reason 
t!iat it represents a more degraded furiii 
of vice, it in Baler than tho sma.i 
ilauk which the chemist sends in so 
daintily wrapped in white paper, sealed 
with wax, and labelled •'Poison." A 
thousand womanly instincts and femi- 
nine feara drag lier back from the 
former. The physician whom she trusts 
and all her dearest friends urge her 
toward tho latter. 

But chloral is an old story now. We 
see a woman lolling languidly in her 
carriage, in her box at the opera, or 
even at her own table, with a filmy, 
daied look in her eyes, an absent man- 
ner, and a half-unc(msciou8 way of 
listening and replying to those about 
her. We atonce account for it: ''Chloral.'* 
We see a man who was onoe > the incaiv 
nation of life and energy, brisk in busi- 
ness, intellectual, cultivated. We see 
him dulled, nerveless, his brighter self 
efiaced, his inteUeot flickering like a 
dving liffht, his business faculties dwin* 
dungy sloyenly in his mind as well as 
perwon, inaccurate in statements, and 
careless as to linen ; and wo say : 

Chloral'* It has become an accepted 
fact, a recogniied doom for a certain 
per centage of our acquaintance. It is 
an old story. Somethnig fresh was de- 
manded, and in response to the demand 
a new yice was invented. 

When physicians discoyered that pain 
eould be subdued by inserting under 
the skin a small pointed instrument 
provided with a tube containing m<^rphia, 
they little thought that they were paving 
the* way for a new Tioe, Yet so it 
was. There are, in our merry England 
beings who are as wholly under 
the domination of morphia as ever was 
Chinese under that of opium. Women 
haTo yielded by degrees to Its fatal fas- 
cination, until at la^t they priok the 
skin a dozen times a day with the tiny 
Hyringe that has such terrible results. 
The or>eration is almost painless ; the 
immeaiate effeete pleasant. A delicious 
languor supervenes. Happy thoughts 
and bright ima^^iuings till the niiad. 
Borne see beautiful visions, others feel 
onlv a perrading sensation of comfort 
and well-being. On a few the effect of 
morphia is to excite to some intt lleetual 
effort, if effort that can be called which 
is pure delight, a glorious feeling ul un- 
trammelled i)ower, of uncrippled exer* 
cise of the high< st faeultiea. It is as 
though the mind had suddenly develop- 
ed wings. But at the very height of tiie 
enchantment the iniiaence of morphia 
begins to subside. The glory fades^ 
The wings trail, and the feet that are 
th( ir sorry su>)stitut<') l)ecome weif^hted 
as with lead. As with the workers, so 
with the dreamers. The risions are 
obscured. The sensation of comfort 
fdvea plaoe to one of discomfort, irrita- 
uon, even pain. The mental vision that 
had just now looked through a rosy 
mist sees all things as through a crape 
;MU or N«MMDsr fog. Can . il be 



that the poison is abscr»ea again ana 
again, that the intervals become sliorter 
and shorter l)otween the reign of the 
potent drug ? 

And the end? The punishment is 
terrible indeed. By degrees the mind 
becoriies darkened. Hid< ons hallucina- 
tions seize uj)on it. Seii-eontr»»l is lost. 
Imbecility overtakes the Wvak. Madness 
threatens the strong. 

These are the personal oon8equenoe5i. 
There are others to be beciueathed to 
pons and danghttrs and t<> later genera- 
tions. These can be gu< s ed at. The 
new vice haip not reigned sufficiently 
long for the v^ orhl to hare seen tliem 
exemplified, but a d;trk : rray of possi- 
bilities HU^'geyts itself, Init too readily. 
Tho heritage of insanity, of inebriety, of 
imbecilitVy will in the foture be traoad 
back to those tiny tubes which hold but 
a drop or two, at d to wliicli men once 
lo<»ked as to i bhvsed nutans of relieving 
I):vin, forgetting tliat blesnngsand curses 
go hand in liand in a crooked world. 
[Dipsomania has now a powerful rival, 
speedier in ifa results than its o'^-n revolt- 
ing process and eventually as degrading. 
The name of the later born sister fiend 
is Morphiomanifl. — Xoncfon IS^ut/k
